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I have noted with much interest 
of late several short articles upon 
the above mentioned subject, each 
article only exposing the idea of 
the individual. None of the writers 
seems to have had real experience. 
Now, as I have had some in the 
matter- I wish to have my views 
aired if you chooseto grant me that 
privilege. 

In the first place let me state 
that lam somewhat of a sensitive 
or medium myself but donot use 
my mediumship except when occas- 
sion requires among a social few. 
Therefore there are times when I 
am subject to influences that I 
would not entertain from the spirit 
side of life, were my powers in con- 
tinual use, 

I hold that a medium of the Ly- 
man C. Howe phase, cannot be ob- 
sessed by any other force than the 
one band that continually obsesses 
him, and has held him for forty odd 
years. This fact holds good in the 
case of any medium that is in cen- 
tinual practice. 

Obsessions are of two kinds or 
more, One medium may be obsess- 
ed fora grand and noble purpose 
and another for the reverse. 

Sometimes ignorant spirits at- 
tach themselves toa mediumistic 
person. by holding on to the aura 
of said person, but they can never 
fully occupy the body of the medi- 
um. 

That we are in some cases ob- 
sessed by our own ideas I will ad- 
mit, but that we or I am obsessed 
by an outside influence at times I 
know, and my experience carries 
me out in this knowledge. 

For instance, an Irish woman 
once called at my front door at mid 
night. She wasa perfect stranger 
to me. She wished to sell me the 
photo of E. V. Wilson for half a 
dollar, and while she kept a contin- 
ual clatter another voice with an 
Irish brogue kept up another con- 
tiual racket of a different nature, 
evidently a man’s voice and telling 
her to shut up, to get out, etc. I 
ask some of your wise ones in this 
matter whose voice was the second 


Another instance: A woman 
came tome. She seemed to be 
about forty.. She is now in the 
New York Stateasylum for the in- 
sane. 

She is evidently obsessed by an 
Irishman’s spirit. She isa maiden 
lady of two hundred Ibs, and seems 
to be quite intelligent. She wished 
me to rid her of her calamity as she 
expressed it, so I held a seance for 
her benefit. 

The first question I asked her 
control was. “Pat, why don't you 
go to a higher life and not hold on- 
to this poor woman and torment 
her by your continual presence?’ 
His answer came quick as a flash “I 
can't sir, I don’t know how sir.” 

Well, after a two hour’s seance I 
found that I could do nothing to 
dispose this obsession. So I said: 
‘Pat come to meand give that wo- 
man a rest.” 

The next morning at ten a. m. I 
awoke and could hardly recognize 
my surroundings. But as I jeft my 
house for a walk in the fresh air I 
met several policeman and then I 
heard from Pat. He was with me 
and in great fear that he would be 
arrested and sent to the ‘‘bug house” 
again. 

At times [ visit the asylum and if 
I will allow it Pat will leave his me- 


dium and come to me, and she is 
herself again. 
But I do not allow him to stay 


with me very long; then I tell him 
to go, and imstantly he is with his 
medium again. Finally the M. D’s 
have diagnosed her case as an affec- 
tion of the back brain, or a mild 
case of spinal trouble. Well, I will 
again ask some of our “knowit alls” 
to explain that to me. 

Yet another one of my experi- 
ences: I called upon a friend one 
evening and there I found a little 
German woman about 20 years of 
age who was in deep distress; for 
she told me that she had been sit- 
ting in a circle and that a bad spirit 
had taken possession of her and she

After half an hour or so, I asked

Austin chose for his subject ‘‘Im- 
mortality.” He said, in part: 

The one great need of humanity 
is truth, and no other truth is so 
important to man as that which re- 
veals man to himself and shows him 
the powers and possibilities of his 
being and his relation to law. A 
belief in immortality is of immense 
value to every man. A knowledge 
of immortality, if such is available, 
must be of priceless worth. Even 
a belief adds one thousandfold to 
the nobility of a man’s conceptions 
of life, increases the meaning of all 
human experiences and holds out a 
prospective destiny to man full of 
hope and inspiration, The ethical 
value of a belief in immortality has 
never been duly appreciated. The 
man who believes he is to live here- 
after, that the future hfe is an Or- 
derly sequence from this, must find 
in this belief a powerful motive to 
regulate his conduct according to 
the laws which nature prescribes. 
Some have taught immortality as a 
part of divine revelation, but this is 
quite unsatisfactory to the larger 
bulk of mankind who believe, per- 
chance, in some other divine revela- 
tions, and to the man also who does 
not believe in any revelation and 
rejects the idea as impossible. Oth» 
ers argue it from the hopes and as- 
pirations of the soul. Others still, 
from the greatness of man’s spiritual 
powers and the short period Our 
earth life affords for their deveiop- 
ment. Others, still, claim a pres- 
ent consciousness of immortality, a 
firm, unshaken conviction deep ‘in 


_ Today the multitudes doubt the 
immortality of the soul; scientific 
scepticism denies it—even the faith 
of the Christians is weak and lifeless, 
Dr. Clark, a Presbyterian minister 
of Detroit, said in a sermon not 
long ago that millions of Christians 
in America doubted the immortality 
of the soul. 

Why? Because, first, of a mis- 
taken notion that the miracles of 
New Testamental Christianity were 
intended to suffice for all ages and 
all lands, whereas they were demon- 
stration of spirit power to be re- 
peated through the ages. 

Second—Of the weakened force 
of testimony, given thousands of 
years ago, as contrasted with the 
testimony of living witnesses of the 
same truth. Traditionalism can 
never supply the place of present- 
day demonstration. Jesus taught 
his followers to pray for daily bread 
—not feed upon the remnants given 
to others in a former age.

Telling Time by Flowers. 

The phenomenon of certain’ spe- 
cies of flowers opening and closing 
at particular hours has been utilized 
by an Ohio landscape gardener to 
add a unique decoration to the 
grounds of John D. Rockefeller'’s 
country seat at Tarrytown. Itcon- 
sists of a flower-bed which can be 
used asaclock. The bed is circular, 
and divided into twelve parts. 
Each part contains a figure com- 
posed of a flower, which opens and 
closes at the corresponding hour. 
Thus the 2 o’clock space is occupied 
by a II made of hawkweed, which 
closes at 2 p. m. precisely. The 
hands are stationary of course, and 
are composed of the common yellow 
dandelion, which opens at 5:30 a. 
m, and closes at 8:30 p. m., and 
point to arrangements of flowers rep- 
reseuting these figures. Among the 
flowers used are the snow thistle, 
which opens at 5 a. m., and begins 
toclose at 11, but does not fully close 
until noon; the yellow goat’s beard, 
which opens at 4 a. m., and closes 
at 4 p. m; the blue chicory, which 
opens at 4 a. m., and closes at noon; 
the morning-glory, poppy, waterlily, 
pimpernel, and marigold, opening at 
5, 7,8, and 9 a. m., respectively; 
the Star of Bethelehem, which closes 
at 11; the passion flower, which 
closes at noon; the beauty of night, 
which opens at 5 p. m.; white 
lychnis, opening at 6, and the blue 
convolvulus at 2 p. m.

Buta return. to old 
haunts should not be undertaken 
till the entire flesh body has been 
renewed, which requires about sev- 
en years, or a little over; for a half- 
way cure is worse than none, because 
the double attraction of elements to 
the body—those finding favor with 
the old and those seeking the new, 
under the, law of affinitv—would 
affect the mental nature of the in- 
dividual to the extent as to invite 
other troubles, perhaps worse than 
the former, and often such that are 
detrimental tothe brain and nervous 
system. Thus let it be seven years 
or more, under which circumstances 
the tradition may be resolved into 
a fact.
